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From Parker et al: 

"The valve body 47 includes a pair of outwardly extending lugs 64 for 
orienting and retaining the valve in the boss 30 in a manner as will hereinafter be 
described. " 

"The bracket 74 is preferably formed also by stamping from sheet stock 
and has a pair of preferably integrally formed projections 78 extending downwardly 
therefrom on opposite sides of the clearance aperture 76. Each of the projections 78 
engages one of the lugs 64 on the valve 42 for retaining the valve in the boss 30 
and seal rings 58, 60 engaged in the inner surfaces of the boss into which the valve is 
assembled. " 

Claim 1 recites "one surface". It appears to the Examiner that projections 78 form 
a surface that abut lugs 64 of the valve. Further, the lowermost face of member 74 can 
be described as a surface that includes the lowermost face of projections 78. 

The first definition of "major" cited in the dictionary by applicant is "greater in 
dignity, rank, importance or interest". The specification gives no special meaning to the 
term but uses it as a casual adjectival modifier, apparently only to distinguish surfaces 
17, 18 from the edge surfaces of the plate. The Examiner remains of the opinion that 
Parker et al fairly meet the argued for claim language. 

Figure 1 of Parker et al shows a gap between the edge of the aperture 70 and 
the boss 30. It appears to the Examiner that this construction will allow relative motion 
between the plate 74 and both the boss and the valve, and that the rejection is proper.
